studies the Guernsey breed, 
based upon the information made 
available the April Quarterly which 
Volume XXXV, Number the 
Herd Register. The first article, 
published the June issue the 
reviewed the list Ad- 
vanced Register Sires. This study 
will deal with the list Great Pro- 
ducing Dams, relation the num- 
ber registered progeny with which 
they are credited, the object being 
demonstrate that the Guernsey breed 
essentially long-lived breed, with 
unusually largenumber cows that 
are combining the all-important func- 
tions production and reproduction. 


must noted that any state- 
ments appearing this study are 
based conditions the Advanced 
Register and including Decem- 
ber 31, 1923, which date represents 
the final date which data was 
gathered for the April Quarterly.

sumed more registered Advanced 
Register progeny since January 
1924, but any discussion this 
kind necessary accept arbi- 
trary date for the conclusion the 
accepted material, and this case, 
the April Quarterly furnishes the date. 

Great Producing Dam Guern-

December 31, 1923, there were 
14180 Guernsey cows the Ad- 
vanced Register, and between them 
they had 16815 records, the highest 
number records for one cow being 
six. The April Quarterly contains 
the names 3100 Great Producing 
Dams, which 321, over ten per 
cent., were added the list during 
the preceding nine months,—indicat- 
ing considerable activity the devel- 
opment the progeny cows.

Various causes 
worked bring about this condition 
which unfair the breed and the 
individuals under consideration. 
few cases, bull calves were born sev- 
eral years ago, and was not thought 
worth while register them. 
other instances, carelessness 
blame. Such condition results 
poorer showing than the breed and 
these particular individuals are en- 
titled to, but allowance can 
made for them, because evident

MAIL ORDER BULLS 


Among the largest single enterprises the world 
comparatively recent development,—the mail order house. 
institution that has grown and prospered, and 
based single principle,—the back” guarantee. 

Whether the practice mail order purchasing can 
successfully extended the field pure bred cattle not 
dependent only the honesty the seller, and therein 
lies difficulty the path the business. also depend- 
ent the personal conception what constitutes desirable 
type bulls. would too much say that two men 
have the same idea what they want bull type, but 
least can say that the desires and opinions different 
men vary large degree. What approaches perfection 
with one man, little short scrubbiness with another. 

There are many instances where buyer has purchased 
future herd sire unseen,” taking the word the 
seller for all the bull’s qualities. some these, the re- 
sults are most gratifying, and both parties are satisfied. 
But there are also large number instances where the 
buyer has felt that the seller thought just little bit too 
much the bull, when described him, either ad- 
vertisement through correspondence. Some the latter 
cases result prejudice against the breed, and many 
cases not the fault the seller. 

seems that the best way buy bull see him 
before the sale made, and then one but the buyer 
blame for later dissatisfaction with the deal. honest 
seller will discourage prospective purchaser from visit 
the farm and chance look over the herd which the 
bull member. And the statement that the average farm- 
breeder cannot afford spend the time and money 
travelling find bull will not hold water. The reverse 
true. Very few breeders farmers can afford not see 
the herd from which the bull was developed,—and his sire 
and dam. The bull will have least three years’ influence 
the new herd, and certainly more than ordinary 
insurance get some sort idea about what the pro- 
spective herd sire will for his new owner. 

The question the distance travelled usually 
not matter for deep consideration. The farmer who ex- 
pects spend about hundred dollars for bull will not 
generally have very far from home find hundred 
dollars’ worth bull, and the travel expenses will small. 
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The established breeder may have many times further 
for bull suit his ideas individuality and blood lines, 
but that case, even more desirable that spend some 
time and money see what buying. too much 
advise the average farmer that can satisfactorily spend 
twenty per cent. the cost future herd sire, the 
task finding him? 

All this reflection the men who sell bulls 
mail, because know that the large majority them ad- 
vertise the and they have high standard 
reputation maintain. They aim give satisfaction. 
plea for prospective buyers pay more attention

THE OLD TIMERS’ NIGHT 


Confidence the Industry Expressed 


the morning session AMERICAN 

sry May 14, the Auditorium Hotel, 
Chicago, Charles Hill, behalf the western breeders, 
invited the eastern breeders attend dinner and informal 
meeting that night. The result was that nearly hundred 
Guernsey breeders met the Club Room the Hotel, 
where dinner was served, following which Drew Ten Broeck 
announced that the meeting would turned over Mr. 
Scoville chairman and toastmaster. 


Mr. Scoville, his opening address, read the numbers 
the cattle, they were led into the sale ring the 
following day Hinsdale,—a speech that was, his own 
admission, 100 per cent., useful and interesting. further 
announced that this was “‘Old-Timer’s evening,” 
during which number old-timers would called upon 
contribute reminiscences and experiences. 


The first called was William Caldwell, announced 
the only real old-timer the meeting, considering his 
nearly thirty years secretary the Mr. Caldwell 
referred the early showing the Guernseys the World’s 
Fair, and based his hopes for great progress the future 
the progress that has been made since that time. 


Louis McL. Merryman was next introduced one the 
old-timers the breed who measure their terms service 
their years activity, and not the gray their heads. 


Mr. Merryman said: happen old-timer 
virtue the foresight grandfather, Louis McLane. 
gave heifer calf, just little over thirty-four years 
ago.” further professed his faith the market for 
Guernseys and the ability the real breeders develop 
animals worthy the market, and laid great emphasis 
the necessity interesting farmers the working class, 
who will use little more than the average amount intelli- 
gence their feeding and management. Calf Club work, 
tuberculosis eradication and assistance intelligent farmers 
were recommended. 


introducing Charles Jones, Massachusetts, Presi- 
dent Scoville said: will call upon another old-timer that 
sure every Guernsey breeder very glad welcome 
back into our ranks after short absence; man whose genial 
presence and good counsel all greatly enjoyed times 
past, but who, for reasons unknown and most 
us, has seen fit absent himself from our sacred circles for 
period two three years and once more with us.” 


Mr. Jones began breeding Guernseys only twenty-three 
years ago, but that short time there have been many 
interesting changes, thought, and the ever-changing suc- 
cession faces the meetings was evidence that this game 
going forever. explained his temporary absence 
due the scarcity labor during the war, when his farm 
had compete with shipyard for hired result, 
sold off almost the entire herd, about sixty-eight head. 
For long time never even went into the barn. 
said Mr. Jones, the beauty raising Guernseys, they 
keep going. When got back and got chance look 
over the herd, had forty head! you start them right 
they will right. soon had bit leisure time, 
thought would see had any the good ones left, 
started testing again. found had two cows that 
are making over seventy-five pounds butter fat month, 
and four heifers are making between fifty and Mr. 
Jones further remarked about the necessity constantly 
remembering the color the Guernsey products, that 


one the outstanding characteristics the breed, and what 
really attracted him into the breeding game. 


Dr. Russell, New Jersey, recently elected president 
the New Jersey Guernsey Breeders’ Association, was next 
called upon for remarks. Dr. Russell dates his entry into 
active interest the breed 1906, when bought heifer 
from Pennsylvania breeder, just supply 
good quality milk for the family. However, found 
that there was something contagious about buying your 
first heifer, for very soon conceived the notion that 
might well have two three more pure breds, after 
tested the cattle had already assembled for tuberculosis. 
His fine pure bred heifer reacted. did not like believe 
the verdict the veterinarian, placed her another 
barn, and bought three four more pure breds, keeping them 
separate from the other heifer. After year tested her 
again, and she reacted again. Nearly year later she was 
looking fine that seemed someone must have blundered, 
but one day the herdsman called him the phone and 
said the heifer was down, and the veterinarian pronounced 
case paralysis the hind quarters. She was killed, 
and post mortem examination revealed tubercular 
lesions where they might most expected, but lesion was 
found the spinal column, that had caused the paralysis. 
This incident gave Dr. Russell his faith the tuberculin 
test and its accuracy, said would always have 
doubted the accuracy the test the heifer had not gone 
down with paralysis. 

Dr. Russell recalled the fact that had once bought 
King Masher 11084 for seventy-five dollars, because was 
thought that was getting too old for service, but proved 
good investment. 


When the war came, was found necessary sell the 
entire herd, all but one heifer, and when returned from 
his army service, decided make her the foundation 
new herd, which now numbers twenty head. Regarding 
the work state organizations, Dr. Russell said: 
state organization such ours self-supporting with 
the relatively small number cattle that have not 
know, but think that very important matter for 
the and the Guernsey breeders whole over the 
country, see there not some way that can worked 
out satisfactorily which the local work can carried 
through.” 


Gill New Jersey was introduced “‘number- 
one and responded with brief talk that was 
the reverse pessimistic. Mr. Gill professed faith the 
breed and its future that was worthy the reputation 
man who has been breeding Guernseys ever since Thomas 
Harvey sold him his first Guernsey calf. 


Judge Quarton Iowa responded the request the 
Chairman, and was reminded the time that asked 
Governor Hoard for advice concerning the establishment 
herd dairy cattle, back 1904. Included the advice 
the grand old man dairying was warning make sure 
that the foundation stock from tuberculosis, and 
Judge Quarton followed his advice, the extent that has 
had clean herd for seventeen years, barring year which 
six out twelve isolated head reacted, but they were not 
with the herd.

“Build Evening’s Program 


informal meeting was held the Auditorium Hotel, 
Chicago, the night May 13, the night before the 
Annual Meeting AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE 
The meeting was held under the auspices the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association, and 
was thrown open general discussion the Guernsey 
phase the dairy industry. The following stenographic 
report the event. 
THE CHAIRMAN: will come order, please. not know 
just exactly what say about this meeting but you have got any- 
thing your mind now the time bring up. want talk 
together friendly way and see cannot accomplish something. 
Now, would like hear from our President, Mr. Scoville. Will 
you say word, please? 

SCOVILLE: Well, more less prepared talk any 
subject usual but would somewhat helpful know just 
exactly which subject was most desired discuss. too long 
story tell but feel like the man that was asked talk, you 
know, least went funeral and nobody was ready speak 
the time they ordinarily had some remarks about the deceased 
and said, nobody cares say anything about the 
deceased will say few words you about (laughter.) 
can always talk about Guernseys under one guise another. 


suppose that this meeting grew out suggestion that made 
Mr. Babson founded our previous experience that was help- 
ful just get together informal way and discuss sometimes 
some the problems that are complicated and not easily under- 
stood. was prompted that partly some remarks that 
were made our last meeting Chicago two years ago when after 
had finished all our business were told very definitely one 
our lady members that our meeting was stale, flat and unprofitable, 
that had not had any discussion that was worth while. Obviously 
business meeting which necessarily confined within the limits 
two and one-half three hours not the place for lengthy dis- 
cussion many problems which are all vitally interested. 


Now there one problem which think pressing today and 
that will probably helpful for discuss this evening 
more interesting subject presented, and that the problem 
the extension service. have been through some rather deep 
waters, you know, and have faced some rather serious financial 
difficulties. had increase expenses and decrease 


business the same time many other concerns the United 


States had, especially those dealing with agricultural activities, 
and the result was that for the last two three years have had 
devote practically all our energies keep the ship even 
course and not run into any serious financial difficulties. Fortu- 
nately that time has past and our policy conservation and in- 
creased income has justified itself, and today are position 
see our way out our difficulties along those lines, much 
that may think say you tonight that the Executive Com- 
mittee prepared recommend decrease the five dollar ad- 
vance registry fee which added two years ago, which will cost 
some twelve thousand dollars year but which feel least 
some the breeders feel serious burden. 


vative advance along the line our extension service. realize 
that this great western country here the Mississippi Valley 
need the present time some active extension activities and 
feel also that would desirable have certain clarification 
our minds just what form activity this extension service 
should take. 


There are two kinds extension service. There the kind 
that our CLUB doing from the head office which really organiza- 
tion and propaganda work. feel that eminently proper 
activity for the national association place men the field for the 
purpose organizing local territories the theory that these local 
territories when organized will sufficiently self-supporting 
able furnish the people that community with the kind 
direct service which they require. 

addition that recognize that there are certain territories 
that because the absence the present time any considerable 
number Guernsey breeders offer opportunity for propaganda 
what you might call missionary work. The great Pacific North- 
west was such territory when put our extension man there 
four five years ago and are glad say rapidly becoming 
territory which nearly capable supporting its own organiza- 


tion and doing its own work. The South the same situation 
and for various economic reasons our advancement there has not 
been rapid but still are making progress along those lines. 

Those are two territories that offer considerable dairy opportu- 
nity which there are comparatively few Guernseys. have 
felt that was good policy preempt that territory far 
were able this preliminary work. course obviously 
difficult for man living territory like that start any breed 
pure bred live stock unless has little assistance. don’t 
mean financial assistance but assistance along the lines direction 
and guidance showing him how shall about and helping 
him over the first difficulties which always beset man who embarks 
pure bred live stock which unfamiliar industry him. 


Those are the two types extension service which feel 
perfectly legitimate and proper for the National Association sup- 
port. there another type extension service which 
frankly commercial service and that service believe should 
left strictly the local state organizations. That commercial 
service really involves lot salesmanship. involves distribu- 
tion within that territory surplus animals. involves the ex- 
porting surplus animals from that territory into other territories 
that might able use them, but because the fact that in- 
volves the intricate and delicate relations which are bound exist 
between buyer and seller are thoroughly convinced that any 
attempt handle that long distance loaded with very serious 
danger and therefore feel question permanent policy 
that the work should invariably left the local state organ- 
ization. 


feel, said minute ago, that well within the 
province the Association assist the local states perfecting 
organization which will make possible for them carry 
that work. 


Now that the construction extension service that your 
Executive Committee have worked out and the result several 
years observation and far have been able gather the 
experience other breed organizations that are doing the same kind 
work the country. think that are position em- 
bark reasonable amount extension service this territory, 
would very satisfactory the Committee and probably you 
could discussion here this evening see could reach 
some definite conclusion whether plan along those lines will 
feel those needs and acceptable the people here this ter- 
ritory. 

may, Mr. Chairman, will leave the discussion for the 
present any rate just this point and see have said anything 
that brings forth any ideas from anybody else (applause). 

Mr. CHAIRMAN: Now, people Wisconsin are more less 
interested the milk proposition. would like hear from 
Mr. Moriwitz Milwaukee. 

eloquent gentleman Mr. Scoville but will the best can. 
want explain somewhat the milk distribution proposition 
Milwaukee. told that fifty-four per cent. the milk distributed 
Milwaukee distributed one concern and that twenty-six per 
cent. the balance distributed three other concerns, and they 
are really governed the Gridley Dairy Company are the 
hands one institution. 

About five years ago the Gridley Dairy Company conceived the 
idea putting out grade Guernsey milk. had hard feel- 
ings against them for that and through their field men they organ- 
ized these dairies until large quantity, approximately fifty thou- 
sand pounds, grade Guernsey milk was produced under very 
exact conditions. think that eighty per cent. was produced 
under conditions where think the bacteria count was below 25,000 
eighty per cent. these herds, and without advertising they 
built the business quite considerable extent. 


Last winter the Holstein people served notice them that they 
were going open fight the Guernsey milk Milwaukee, that 
the National Association had appropriated twenty thousand dollars 
for this purpose and were told that the producers Waukesha 
County, and there are some very wealthy ones there, had raised 
similar amount, approximately much, and that they were 
going sell White Nectar Milwaukee competition with the 
Guernsey milk. That did not seem serious until the distribu- 
tors were going drop the Guernsey and sell grade milk instead 

thought that was menacing our business and meeting was 
called which was attended about 120 grade producers. that 
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meeting organization was formed was decided form one 
and during the winter although the roads were absolutely impass- 
able these dairymen got together and they now have what called 
the Guernsey Products Cooperative, and they now control that 
organization about eighty per cent. the grade milk produced 
the counties surrounding Milwaukee, that is, Milwaukee County, 
Ozaukee County, County and Waukesha County. They 
paid ten dollar membership fee and signed order their dis- 
tributor authorizing them deduct five cents per hundred pounds 
all milk produced for period three years. thought that 
was doing pretty well for the farmers. 


are now against the refusal the distributors collect 
the money for us. They say breed fight and they won’t get 
into it. are endeavoring devise other means for collecting 
this but realize that are real fight and think that 
more than local fight. think the beginning national 
campaign, and while are going all can maintain the 
market for Guernsey milk already have adopted cap which 
distinctly different from that used the others and will the 
market another month. are handicapped the peculiar 
distributing conditions Milwaukee. There independent 
distributor whom could go. Consequently are the 
hands what seems our enemies but nevertheless are 
going ahead. are going have house house canvass and 
are going possible get signed orders these people for 
Guernsey milk. feel more than local matter and hope 
that this discussion tonight the breeders other sections can in- 
terested make fight for the Guernsey breed (applause). 

THE CHAIRMAN: Now, have party here who knows good 
deal about Guernsey milk. would like hear from our friend 
Mr. Barney Sheridan Fond Lac. 

SHERIDAN: 

have had mind some things that think THE AMERICAN 
CATTLE CLUB the American Guernsey breeders should 
consider fit very nicely with what Mr. Moriwitz said and 
not think will fit with what maybe some people might say follow- 
ing which some attempts might made economize. 
breeder pure bred cattle have never felt that breeder fulfilled 
his obligation his clients when sold him pure bred animal, 
particularly bull, just that sale alone without doing something 
way effort financially otherwise see that there was 
profitable market for the product the cow that hoped that man 
would produce. That does not only apply Guernseys. applies 
all dairy breeds view the situation from the standpoint 
the pure bred dairy cattle man, and think our county Fond 
Lac, Wisconsin, has developed probably and has had some the 
pioneers the industry far the West concerned. They have 
always been pretty busy along one line. was Guernsey man 
was awfully busy trying develop cow that would beat 
the Holstein and was Holstein man was awfully busy 
trying develop cow that would beat the Guernsey. That strife 
has gone among the breeds the point that the DeKol man has 
spent all his time trying beat the Glenwood man and the Glen- 
wood man was trying beat some other man far the pro- 
duction dairy cow was concerned. That seems the aim and 
the goal which the efforts the best brain, talent and finances 
that can assembled all the dairy industry this country seems 
have been centered. have thought that have reached the 
point where there should some sort reckoning among the 
breeds among the divisions the breeds which possibly have 
produced enough milk, and will get our heads together and sell 
what have got. Now, the Guernsey men the country cannot 
that alone, that dairy breed proposition. The Holstein breed 
predominating America, hold there any indictment for ne- 
glect for the situation that stand today, can held 
against anybody, which are selling our butter for thirty-five 
cents and our cheese for fifteen, think can lay the blame the 
Holstein breed. talking the farmer’s income. The wage 
earner America was never better position nor never could 
buy much for one hour’s labor since the time the Civil War 
can today dairy products. talking the average wage 
earner. can buy six pounds cheese and can buy three 
pounds butter for the average hour’s labor. Now there whole 
lot things that led that situation that not know breed 
organizations are responsible for, but will say this from 
experience breed organizations, breed organizations have never 
done one thing forestall that thing correct prevent the 
reaching that very disastrous position far the dairy man 
concerned. have, discussed today, several factors that 
come there. There supply and demand, there are importations 
and there what not, and matters stand today think the im- 
portation dairy products the biggest bugaboo facing today, 
but will any man this house say that there single organiza- 
tion financed representing dairy organization, general dairy 
organization America, that can Washington today and pro- 
test against with any force. The only protest that have seen 
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heard came from Congressman from Wisconsin that might 
rated the books, and rightly so, quasi socialist, and you will 
wonder why the farmers the country will vote non-Partisan 
League, Socialist what not. matter fact the only 
place that they can look for relief have look for relief, and that 
was Congressman Beck. brought that matter before the Amer- 
ican Congress that the exchange value between Denmark and 
American money and the freight differentials and transportation 
differentials were such that they could ship pound butter for 
three-fourth cent from Denmark New York and from Wis- 
consin New York cost cent and half, and when they got 
their dollar they could pay their eight cent tariff and still the dollar 
was worth one dollar and twenty-four cents when they took back 
Europe, but there was not single representative the Dairy 
Organization make protest against that situation. 

man conducted sale Indiana yesterday with $155 average. 
There were two sales Guernsey cattle Wisconsin way below 
that. The Holstein men our county yesterday carrying 
sale dared not call sale, because the last sale they had averaged 
below hundred dollars. 

Getting back the point what establishes the value the 
cow not question what the cow will give but what you can 
get out that milk when you get it. not saying that any breed 
organization, either Guernsey Holstein all the breed organiza- 
tions combined, ought enter into any marketing program, but 
believe they should unite and something stabilize situation, 
nothing more than form statistical bureau, and take some 
the Damn bunk—excuse for saying that—that has been handed 
out from time time and depressing markets. remember dis- 
tinctly year ago when the trade differentials the eastern country 
did not have the effect that they have today, when you could take 
the Bulletins you could take the front page any news- 
paper this country and you saw this printed it: Ten thousand 
twenty thousand cases coming from New Zealand some place 
into America and depression was looked for, and came, mind you, 
came the extent five seven cents pound within ten days 
and afterwards those Governments, the same Government institu- 
tions, turned around and sent out later reports that that particular 
shipment would not reach here but was sent some other place, 
they did not know where was going, meaning that the producers 
milk here America had sustain loss equal all the butter 
they could send from New Zealand whole year, but those things 
and the lack information which the dairy industry could furnish 
our Government, our Government has been forced accept 
reports from wherever they could get them, and the only place you 
can and get reports today from the dealers Chicago New 
York, and stated the fellows from Wisconsin those reports 
are very often saturated with the opinions the houses what 
they expect would like butter within the next few weeks 
and they not always reflect themselves favor the man pro- 
ducing the milk. 

Now, summing this thing all all goes back the farmer that 
the hillside. Let say who that farmer is. That the 
farmer that builds his basement Wisconsin Illinois Iowa 
Minnesota New York, wherever may build it, the side 
hill and puts certain number pure bred grade cows. 
The income that man the course year will determine the 
welfare the dairy industry, not from the breeders’ standpoint but 
from all standpoints, and that fellow making good can come 
Mr. Moriwitz Mr. Williams, whoever the man may 
be, and have got bull that costs through records 
$150 produce may get $150 for has got it, but has 
not got thirty-five cent butter nor sixteen cent cheese, and when 
Mr. Williams, Mr. Moriwitz and myself cannot sell our bulls 
profit cannot the next man above and buy our bulls, and 
goes until you reach the top notch man breeder. 

hope that won’t reflected the sale day after tomorrow 
that extent, but not this year can see coming. that 
that the fellow that have got look out for and when you are 
looking out for him would like the policy, the future policy, 
there means finances had the Guernsey Association 
which, understand it, under the able management the Sec- 
retary that have now going able within year put 
where can take things that had never thought before, 
that instead cutting down, question whether should out 
and try open new territory until needed, only sorry that 
both cannot done, but you will establish situation which 
the dairy cow will prove profit the man you not need send 
pioneers into the country sell dairy cows. 

took trip last summer through the West the Dairy Special. 
got expenses and wore out shoes and clothes doing it. 
thought that the thing ought reversed. the established 
dairymen the country had done something stabilize the dairy 
situation against the attacks that subject through the deal- 
ers—and before forget just want cite one situation how 
that working out. happen Fond Lac County, just 
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outside the Chicago and Milwaukee Districts and let tell you 
fellows right here that that tank car has come stay, and you fel- 
lows that are living around Chicago, Milwaukee, Detroit Phila- 
delphia are not safe until the butter and the cheese the manufac- 
tured product taken care percentage basis because right 
the town where live they take 250,000 pounds milk day 
and not know where going. John Kelly says they 
label every car Quo Vadis (laughter) and was only last Christmas 
that sent tank car containing over forty-five per cent. cream 
Boston, that this thing all interlocked way and are all 
concerned the welfare all. 

But getting back this trip that was taken through the West, 
instead going through the West get the man out there interested 
buying dairy cows, could out there and tell the fellows 
the country that have got this dairy situation position 
that the dairy cow will give you assured income, not assured 
amount milk, but could give him some assurance what 
was going get out that milk, those fellows would coming 
this way with excursions instead fellows going that way. 

said before, that cannot done through one organization, 
and there one thing among Guernsey men that would just like 
tell you, and mixed particularly myself, benefiting 
losing it, whichever you may say, which the Guernsey 
man says let the world by, selling stuff for more than the 
other fellow getting, and are. The man Milwaukee has got 
premium over average milk, the man Philadelphia has, 
Fond Lac have, and wherever you the minute you say 
self concession that the other fellow’s milk establishing your 
price, and that price, ladies and gentlemen, where profitable 
the other fellow then the Guernsey fellow can get much higher 
price and make still more profitable for them, that they are 
just much concerned that base level the man that has the 
average herd cattle. don’t congratulate yourselves too much 
because you have Guernsey cattle and are making little more than 
the other fellow. think you analyze the thing the other fellow 
making just much you are, and maybe you analyze 
there are not any them making anything. 


Now, may crank that subject but have thought 
and have talked and just cannot get out system. 
have met every sort opposition but there only just one thing 
could ever think and that was get the average dairyman 
profitable basis. The breeders pure bred cattle have contributed 
very little, financially, mentally any other way, toward establish- 
ing something that kind, and had today some kind or- 
ganization representing all dairy breeds, manned with skilled and 
trained men, and that does not mean fellow that can come here 
and get votes but man that would particularly fitted for that 
from the standpoint merit, and deal with the situations they 
arise today with the differentials exchange Washington 
would very helpful our industry. ought foresee those 
things the cotton men did, the steel men did two three years 
ago. They would have had that thing looked out for. You men 
may not know what those things mean the average dairyman, 
but figured out that one cent pound butter fat maintained 
through the year the state Wisconsin means $500,000, and when 
you trim the farmers today fifteen sixteen cents pound his 
butter Wisconsin just figure what that means lessening his 
purchasing power whether going spend that for automobiles 
better bulls. case who gets there first and gets it, but 
has got somebody has got chance get it, and when has 
not got you have got fine chance sell your bulls anything 
else that fellow. 


There have been suggestions made our state meetings that will 
probably taken somebody else which portion the 
registration fees and transfer fees that are raised meet certain 
emergencies turned back our state. not believe are 
ready for that. did think one time. think that that pro- 
vided that can get the general support from all other breeds 
organizations. the other breed organizations not see fit 
enter into that situation, then all right. Then spend all the money 
you want sell Guernseys place Holsteins, but think 
time call halt trying sell cows producing cows that will 
develop more milk until have got the milk sold from those 


have got. thank you (applause). 
THE CHAIRMAN: would like hear from Mr. Griswold from 
West Salem. 


Mr. GRISWOLD: not know that have anything myself 
tell you, but know that for some time the Guernsey breeders 
Wisconsin have not felt that the field men the CATTLE CLUB 
have done them any good, and know that for some time the senti- 
ment has been that they would like have least one dollar the 
transfer fee turned back the State Association that they could 
use towards their field men they might choose. Now this mat- 
ter came head year ago the Annual Meeting and resolu- 
tion was passed that request THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE 
CLUB take action that would turn back the State Association 
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one dollar out the transfer fees for every animal. simply 
bringing that before you now for discussion the action that 
meeting. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Mr. McKerrow see down there and would 
like hear from him. 

Mr. Mr. Chairman, was very much pleased 
hear our President Mr. Scoville the proposition the way 
which did and think that there was least his judgment, 
not know whether spoke officially not, but least his 
judgment, the opportunity for something that might done along 
the line the more commercial advancement the Guernsey breed. 
true that there lot Guernsey breeders the thickly set- 
tled sections that have been feeling somewhat along the line that Mr. 
Griswold just spoke of, that they would like have some money 
spent within that local territory and connecting that possibility 
some commercial extension work which might done the state 
organizations such territories Wisconsin, for instance, with 
need that has been developed for the expenditure money the 
milk marketing end along the lines that Mr. Moriwitz spoke of. 
think that have here immediate problem for our consideration, 
problem that know that there are quite few Guernsey men who 
are very anxious see worked THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY 
CATTLE CLUB. 

wished that the men here might have had the opportunity 
being meeting that was held Milwaukee with the distributors 
milk that Mr. Phillips had the opportunity attend. They 
admitted that they liked sell Guernsey milk Guernsey milk. 
Now that Guernsey milk going into that market going quite 
largely from grade cattle, from the type people that buy the 
bulls from pure bred breeders, from the type people that Mr. 
Sheridan says must prosperous before our pure bred Guernsey 
business can prosperous, and those men were doing very nicely. 
There were somewhere between 200 and 220 them selling and 
the dealers the city Milwaukee admitted that Guernsey 
milk was advertised Guernsey milk could sold very 
large extent, fact, they said one time they did not advertise 
for the reason they were afraid they could not supply the demand, 
and then Mr. Moriwitz has told you along comes representative 
the American Holstein-Freisan Association. presume that 
was doing directly commercial extension work. not know 
whether was working for the Wisconsin breeders for tne Na- 
tional Association. understood was the National Association. 

came meeting the Holstein breeders and said this 
substance, that the national association was going spend money, 
they picked out eleven centers the United States spend national 
funds advertising Holstein milk, and they got the breeders that 
section after that and they raised local fund and they were 
going advertise White Nectar. They went these distributors 
and then the distributors called the Guernsey men. They said, 
have got take the word ‘Guernsey’ off the that while 
true there are men who are distributing high grade milk from 
individual herds Guernsey milk and they sell that way, 
nowhere else the United States where large number farmers 
are sending milk and being sold with the word 
the cap. That breed propaganda, and the Holstein men have 
been here complaining about and have got quit it. 

Then went into the proposition, Mr. Moriwitz outlined, and 
can keep that word there will admittedly 
doing breed propaganda. just occurred that possibly 
line with Mr. Griswold’s suggestion the CATTLE CLUB was 
such position that they could devote some finances the Wiscon- 
sin Breeders’ Association, Wisconsin, any other center, 
keep the word there and sell the Guernsey milk 
Guernsey milk for large number farmers that have herds produc- 
ing this yellow, high butter fat milk, milk that can sold reas- 
onable price, that might doing real stroke business for the 
Guernsey breed, and would like bring that problem before you 
one line commercial activity that would our breed good 
deal good. 

Now connection with that want say not question 
finances, question correct direction how this shou.d 
worked out and this Milwaukee situation the direction and the 
brains that have THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE CLUB, 
the office, something that need. very anxious that 
should hear from Mr. Phillips this because while know has 
not gone into this proposition entirely know that got enough 
glimpse the possibilities that market that least has 
some ideas that can express. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Mr. Phillips. 

because feel have not been touch with the milk market enough 
know much about your problems there, but from what saw 
meeting with you men the time that they called the dealers 
not see any difference the situation there from what have 
everywhere else. different from what have been 
against Philadelphia for great many years. The Guernsey 
breeders around Philadelphia felt for long time that they disliked

very much sell their Guernsey milk bolster almost all other 
milk and creating market for it. THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY 
CATTLE CLUB here into the matter marketing milk 
think very great stroke business. matter that would 
have considered very largely because they helped Wisconsin 
there are other places that need just much and soon they 
find out that have helped Wisconsin they will right after us. 
That will have thought over think very thoroughly 
whether not you can take some the funds coming the CLUB 
and turn them back the Group, whether would better 
reduce the funds when the time comes and each party collect his 
own funds and spend his funds sees fit. That matter 
think from the standpoint need give little thought 
and attention. 

The sale Guernsey milk not the big marketing milk 
problem. The great quantity milk sold the common milk, 
the milk generally known Philadelphia. There great 
deal more being sold than all the rest put together. While 
are not selling great deal are selling some what they call 
milk made principally from the milk the pure bred dairy, 
and there great deal milk sold and that volume increas- 
ing, but the great bulk the marketed milk the milk, and just 
lately, within very short time, there has been issued report 
investigation around Philadelphia made the Federal Govermnent 
357 dairies that brought out one point that was very significant 
the marketing milk question, and that was studying the 
situation down there Chester County they found these dairies 
where they studied the problem from the standpoint the farmer, 
the cost production, the return the farmer, studying the 
market where was marketed, taking the per cent. milk, that 
taking 3.75 per cent. milk basis the amount the feed costs 
per hundred pounds milk would produce 110 pounds 3.3 milk 
pounds 4.25 milk, and they paid three dollars hundred for 
4.00 per cent. milk then for 3.90 milk they would get $2.96 for 
3.10 milk they would get $2.04. Now that gave number the 
dairies some real basis work on, and have quite upheaval 
down there that line. lot have been fighting that for long 
time. The thing would like see would have the differential 
put basis where would pay make the good milk 

Now the sale milk Philadelphia has undergone quite 
change the last few years. few years ago Mr. Munn was vis- 
iting with Mr. Sharpless, the Sharpless Separator man, Jersey 
breeder. They got the dairy council proposition and backed 
number Philadelphia and was finally put Philadelphia 
and after two years work collecting one cent hundred pounds 
from the farmers and one cent hundred pounds from the dealers 
they increased the sale markets for milk Philadelphia twenty- 
seven per cent. two years. They have done remarkable piece 
work, and feel that while Guernsey breeders have real 
market problem, one that well worth working, one that very 
much interested and really the solution the promotion 
our breed, that the thing must create market for the 
dairy products that will more than any other propaganda work 
that can possibly put in, but breeders will have back 
and large amount work. cannot expect somebody come 
into our territory and for us. have got take off our coats 
and it, and certainly admire the Wisconsin breeders from 
what saw them during visit there this past winter. 

long hard fight. There are many very hard problems 
coming up, but found Philadelphia through the Dairy Council 
work that they got the dealers and the producers milk very close 
together, and the dealers now find very hard put over very 
much the way advertising and the sale milk without the help 
the producers. 

From publicity standpoint the farmers have the sympathy 
-the people today. think the farmers the country could put 
over almost anything that reasonable any the legislative halls. 
know down Pennsylvania not have any trouble putting 
across anything the Legislature that reasonable. have got 
the business interests back it. The business interests have been 
hit very hard the agricultural depression. Now, the thing that 
afraid that with agriculture depressed, has been, and 
thinking more particularly the farmer and his family who 
doing the work and living off it, and probably your rental condi- 
tion the same. know that there are few hard hits, and espec- 
ially here the northwest where have been depending grain, 
and just question mind how far you can promoting 
the dairy interests that class farmers which has experience 
handling the dairy cow. realize that can get rid the 
boarder cows, could clean them all the country would 
not have any surplus dairy products and would wonderful 
relief all around, and the more that work can put over the 
better help are going be, but cannot hope get away from 
the law supply and demand, and with the wonderful facilities 
for shipping refrigeration seems world-wide proposition. cent 
pound will divert butter from New York London. The imports 
the United Kingdon Great Britain and Ireland the extent 
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about sixty per cent. their dairy products 1912 practically 
came from Canada and this country but 1922 the great majority 
came from New Zealand, new country altogether the dairy 
industry. That what have meet. realized that lot 
the agricultural work Europe pauper labor, and the only way 
can hope meet that more efficiency. have got put 
over cows that will produce more and more economically, but 
must suggest that this investigation down there shows that the cows 
that produced the high test milk costs more money because there 
are more solids than the low test milk. Itis long hard struggle 
any way look it. Another thing, very much afraid of, 
that the dairy industry state over production some 
respects. You can back just few years our country and you 
could buy empty chicken ranches everywhere. many people 
went out the business that that business became very profitable, 
and afraid that are facing similar situation the dairy 
business. not know the business world what ahead 
us. talking with some the large milk dealers Philadelphia, 
called four the largest ones, one them told they were 
not selling milk. said, you attribute to?” said, 
when advertise for man fifty know down 
there they are storing thousand empty freight cars, mile them 
along the sidings, and right now about forty-five thousand these 
Union miners are out work Pennsylvania and all those 
things have their effect consumption. Those are some the 
things will probably have meet and meet harder way 
than are meeting them now. think the high price labor and 
the short hours and the short return for what costs means that 
will possibly have through very serious and strenuous times 
before get this thing leveled out. 

Just recently went from Pittsburgh home near Phila- 
delphia with Alba Johnson, the ex-President the Baldwin Loco- 
motive Works and his work with the Baldwin Locomotive Works 
very intimately connected with the heads practically all 
the railroads and was talking about the financial condition the 
railroads. Take Pittsburgh, there deplorable station there. 
told for ten years they have had plans drawn for new sta- 
tion. said they could not build it, could not get the money. 
The only way they can finance anything through bonds. They have 
generally done through issue stock but they cannot sell the 
stock. The trouble not with the rates but with the way the work 
done. said me, happen know crew that leave 
passenger train from quarter ten and back 
the afternoon and call that day’s work. That the trouble.” 
also told crew that went from Philadelphia New York 
and brought the train back and they got two days and half for it. 
said saw prospect correcting the thing. There lot 
rich influential people who think that right. That came from 
him, man that has been touch with lot these things all his 
life, man who has studied them. have those conditions meet 
and will probably mean long hard pull and hard times get 
labor down plane average some these things that 
are interested in. Just how are going solve these problems 
and keep agriculture from being hard hit the problem. Now, the 
more put this thing, the more propaganda put out the 
better off will be. hope the tide has turned with the farm- 
ers. hope very much that has. The marketing milk situation 
the big question the dairy industry this country. larger 
than butter and that one thing the Guernsey cow seems fit 
very well and the harder push the Guernsey cow the more de- 
mand there will for her product. know that the milk dealers 
Philadelphia can help more than anybody else down there 
telling the farmers get Guernseys. 

was meeting the Holstein Club Pennsylvania and 
happened hear their field man speak. got there time hear 
him say that had investigated the milk market Philadelphia 
and that one the things that found out was that one-fourth 
the dairies shipping milk Philadelphia did not ship legal milk 
and said want you know that that milk going cut out 
the Philadelphia milk market. One the dealers told just 
very recently that they had now refused take any milk that did 
not test 3.25 and that they were going raise that 3.50 soon 
they can get that across and were going enforce that with the 
dairies working with the consuming public educate them the 
advantages using better dairy products, teaching the consumers 
there are different grades milk. Now, that has pushed the better 
grade milk, the higher priced milk, know it, very much fast 
than they expected. 

There another thing the east that being agitated very 
much some our eastern states and especially the marketing 
milk section, back which the health people, and that the 
eradication tuberculosis. That one thing that keeping down 
the increase dairy cattle and the marketing them more than 
any one thing. cannot encourage them invest money pure 
bred cattle and then take them among infested herds. know 
Pennsylvania they cleaned few counties. The last talk had 
with the state veterinary few months ago said that over 15,000 
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herds had signed but there was prospect getting them tested. 
That the situation there and get back this whole proposi- 
tion broad minded, liberal way, think something real can 
done the dairy industry (applause). 

THE CHAIRMAN: would like hear from Mr. Ten Broeck. 
travels around good deal and puts some very high class milk 
Chicago. would like hear from him. 

TEN BROECK: not know that have got anything say 
after all the articles that have appeared the JOURNAL and what 
has been said about the cattle. will say that have only been 
the retail milking business very short time out there but short 
time have been increasing very fast, particularly this last month, 
and regarding the ordinary market Chicago know very little. 
have found out that they are willing pay the price Chicago and 
think any other place for the right kind milk. They want 
Guernsey milk and they want clean Guernsey milk, and with that 
kind milk you can build market that you cannot take care 
all the milk. They won’t take grade cow’s milk. The ordinary 
farmer that keeps grade cows cannot handle milk that way. 

say, think the marketing program was brought out the 
last issue the JOURNAL and everybody here has read and 
not think have any more say about that. might add 
that that think this field man proposition which you brought 
out, think that was brought out Mr. Scoville, and the Execu- 
tive Committee has given that much thought see reason for 
making change from view without thinking over. really 
not see the necessity making change the transfer fee. 

THE CHAIRMAN: have with tonight man that has pro- 
duced lots milk, Mr. Shoemaker, would like hear from him. 

SHOEMAKER: not know quite why you should call 
for anything this particular subject. have been producing 
Guernsey milk but have been selling certified milk, and find 
the greatest quarrel with the Medical profession. you pastuer- 
ize the milk any old silk will with the profession. 
say there have been some experiments lately that have gone show 
that even though pasteurized that was not clean the first 
place very doubtful product feed infants. This will 
help out some and proves statement what found last 
winter. The facts are that every increase the bacteria count 
the raw milk coming pasteurized was followed in- 
crease the infant death rate, much that they have started 
campaign endeavor clean the milk. great many the 
Medical profession feel that all milk should good enough for any 
use. find that that especially the case Boston and Baltimore 
where are supposed have the very best the Medical profes- 
sion and the Harvard Medical School and Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, but just interesting side light the subject. 

think the gentleman who spoke just came in, did not get 
his name, has the right question that have got meet and that 
the law supply and demand going control what you get 
for the very best product. There not any question about the 
Guernsey milk being the best. There not any question about 
the dealers being entirely willing pay more for it. They are 
obliged pay more for they want sell their stuff all be- 
cause people not like the white stuff. the thought supply- 
ing the demand that going control the price. not know 
any place can put more essential work than some effort 
get all the breed associations, all the dairy interests busy along the 
line the use more dairy products. think long are 
having tariffs for protection can see reason why the dairy indus- 
try should not just well protected any the manufacturing 
interests, and certain unless have some one Washington 
look after that will get what the farmer usually gets and that 
the privilege footing the bill and standing the brunt. They 
worked very vigorously get back normal until they got down 
anormal basis and then they seemed forget about after that. 
Unless can something increase the consumption dairy 
products and decrease competition other countries not think 
there much use put campaigns sell dairy animals. While 
they will live longer, course, good dairy cow, our President 
very wisely said, could kill off the non-producing cows the 
boarder cows there would not any question the milk surplus, 
there would not any surplus, but with the bankers financing every 
man who willing buy cow, and that the case all over the 
country, and down Maryland they are just actively behind the 
farmer who will put dairy cow they are out here, that not 
going destroy the non-producing cow. They are encouraging 
people buy cows who not know anything about them. They 
probably will get along very much better with cow that doesn’t 
matter you don’t have milk her within few hours the time 
she should milked. That the kind cow that does not make 
any difference about but, say, that not going away with 
this cow that costing more than can ever hope get back 
from her. But, see it, have got increase the consumption 
the product the industry, because the top bound settle 
with the bottom. You cannot change the law supply and demand 
for any length time. Thank you (applause). 
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Mr. CHAIRMAN: Mr. Charles Hill, you have word tell 
tonight. 

Mr. HILL: tongue does not any better than brain 
won’t bother you very long (laughter). not think have 
gotten very far discussing the proposition Mr. Scoville brought up. 
wanted answer one question that was asked short time ago 
and that was why—I not answering for anybody else but 
myself and own thought about it—but wondered why the Wis- 
consin and Association suggested this proposition return- 
ing the transfer fee. One the reasons that occurs that 
about one-fourth from twenty-two twenty-seven per cent. 
the Guernseys that are recorded are Wisconsin. They are natur- 
ally selling them and furnishing larger part the money carry 
the Guernsey office and work than any other state, and they 
probably felt that the money that they did pay for those transfer 
fees expended the Pacific Coast the Carolinas was not helping 
them very much. have not any reason think that the money 
should not spent there but have not certainly secured very 
much benefit from it. are not finding fault with the field men 
the work they did, and thinking about the proposition wonder 
possible for field man make good anywhere. natur- 
ally hampered the very nature things. cannot handle 
field men like salesmen. Mr. Babson was selling victrolas Mr. 
Marsh was selling separators the CATTLE CLUB could not finance the 
work and carry that way, and wondering any 
other way field man can make good. begin seriously question 
and knowing the work that been carried some the 
states state have been twenty-nine states look- 
ing cattle for the sale and have heard whole lot comments 
about the work the field men, and the breeders certainly are not 
satisfied with the work that the state men are putting on, and they 
are not only not satisfied with the work but they are not satisfied 
pay the bill. heard one man say that his share the field man’s 
expense this year was $700. Now whether that was right not, 
take for granted was, was ready quit. just wonder 
possible for man the job that our CATTLE CLUB field men 
have got do, especially not possible for state field man 
his job. leaving this only thought but just wonder 
the money that spent publicity work that way was spent 
newspaper publicity the way most business concerns spend their 
money whether could not accomplish more. That personal 
opinion, that almost impossible for field man make good 
the proposition and much good are expecting him do. 
just wonder the whole money spent worth while. really 
question whether worth while. 

Mr. CHAIRMAN: would like hear from Mr. Babson. 

Mr. BABSON: not know that have anything very definite. 
rather sorry hear that some the state men have not made 
good, because have more less pinned faith the idea our 
extension men coming from the state extension men that could 
make good, but they cannot make good not know where our 
extension work leading. for general publicity, that beyond 
me. not know whether you could spend money successfully 
publications any kind that would bring any definite results 
increased consumption. not know how get the increased 
consumption. course increased consumption reduced produc- 
tion the answer. Now, how you are going accomplish that 
not know. think there question but what, after all, the 
farmers who grow wheat loss would quit growing wheat that 
the rest can grow wheat and make money, but human nature 
much alike and see reason expect change there. Organiza- 
tion only helpful long helps and when does not help 
why haven’t any organization. breaks up. don’t believe 
the conditions are the same. The citrous fruit growers Califor- 
nia are referred very often their co-operative associations but 
the final result that they are harvesting lemon crops today, the 
last two three lemon crops have been marketed loss. They 
have not even got the cost their picking. that there has been 
overproduction. Just soon they organized and brought 
big value for lemons they all went raising lemons, and 
may that the condition the dairy industry. 

Now, not know, but seems might increase con- 
sumption. That one kind propaganda. Certainly ought 
encourage the man who maintaining and supporting boarders 
cast them off and only keep good producers, but that very 
fine line and cannot all agree whether 250 pound cow 
profitable cow not. depends entirely upon circumstances. 

this extension work think should get more information 
regarding the state men and these state not making good 
think ought know it. think the should know 
because that, seems me, has great deal bearing. There 
use our going out and spending money establish state men 
the state men that are now the field are not making good. 
seems that very important and that should know that 
before very far with our plan. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Will anybody volunteer say something 
this? 
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Mr. have listened with great deal interest 
what has been said here and after considering everything should 
say that are still the Guernsey business and while might 
very beautiful theory promote the dairy interests 
but are the Guernsey business and have Guernseys pro- 
duce and sell. 

Now want get back our own little proposition which 
think will confront all you before get through not 
take some action. Milwaukee was, understand, the only mar- 
ket which the distributors sold Guernsey milk, advertised and 
labeled Guernsey milk, and because the insistence the Hol- 
stein producers they discontinued that. now our hope put 
back the market. don’t that why the first blood has 
been drawn our antagonists, and while the theory putting across 
the dairy industry whole very fine and should not hesitate 
lend every effort that, our primary object should put 
across the Guernsey. That our business just much some- 
body else’s business sell victrolas sell organs. man that 
business going make every effort sell what has got sell. 
are the Guernsey business and should not let our market 
away from us. simply add that emphasize what said be- 
fore and not lose sight it. 

THE CHAIRMAN: have with tonight Mr. Burn who 
the head the University Pekin. would like hear just 
word from him (applause). 

Mr. Mr. President and Gentlemen the Association: 
not want take very much your time. was surely inter- 
ested hearing this discussion the milk situation. used 
connected with the Department Public Markets New York 
City myself and had quite little with milk down there. was 
just thinking something heard the other day when you were talk- 
ing the increased consumption milk. experiment has been 
going for the last six months the public schools and the 
poorer sections. When this experiment was started fifty-nine per 
cent. the children were under weight, and when they had been 
fed milk, the proper kind milk, for six months, this percentage was 
reduced twenty-seven per cent., and when they were fed the 
proper diet milk for period six months this percentage was 
reduced nineteen. thought just might throw that out 
hint what will really take place when this kind knowledge 
made known. doubt will increase the consumption milk. 

here representing the Pekin University. That uni- 
versity very far away and you may wonder what interest have, 
what prompted come here speak you few minutes 
behalf the Pekin University. 

order that you may understand will take about two min- 
utes tell you about the Pekin University. Pekin University 
organized and maintained all the philanthropic organizations 
doing that kind work north China. university that 
chartered under the state lawn New York and has the same 
standing any the universities that state. was organized 
with the idea doing the higher and special kind education 
which would train the highly specialized leadership China. 
have just completed campaign raise $1,500,000 build the 
university new site which have. The authorities the 
university, the Board Trustees, have great many departments 
and looking around for some departments which would real 
benefit the masses the Chinese people have organized 
medical department and many more along different lines. About 
year ago they decided establish department Animal Husban- 
dry connection with the Pekin University under the direction 
our School Agriculture which carried the same way that 
Cornell University carried on. have for equipment agri- 
cultural piece land for our agricultural school, 250 acres fine 
land there China. Last year had Chinese who gave 
another piece land forty miles long and ten miles wide used 
any way that the university thought best for the development 
the department Animal Husbandry agriculture. few years 
ago the American people gave very large sum money China 
help them out the famine, and out that sum there was some 
money left over. The men who have that charge, partly American 
men, partly Chinese, decided that they would use some that 
money that was left over for famine prevention, and they turned 
over the Pekin University used under some rules and regu- 
lations the sum part that money can use for 
this department Animal Husbandry. Captain Dollar the Dol- 
lar Steamship line has agreed cannot get free transportation 
our animals from here Pekin that will get favorable rate. 
going around among some the different breeders and asking 
them they would not donate calf two take over 
used this department Animal Husbandry next July, and some 
the men, one two the men who are members this organiza- 
tion, said that they were willing help out, but they thought 
that ought done the breeders association and they suggested 
that and see Mr. Musser and take with him, which 
did, and said would glad have come out and present 
you. What would like do, what would like have 
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have this organization furnish ten heifers between six months 
and year old. have some bulls that have been given us. 
One was given Mr. Taylor and Mr. James Beshaw, believe. 
gave heifer and nine all need now. expect the other 
associations the same. will take unit three breeds, the 
Holsteins the Guernseys and the Ayrshires. The Holstein and 
Ayrshire Associations have practically assured that they would 
provide the animals for us. are taking over three four differ- 
ent units beef cattle and some hogs and sheep and on. You 
glad get and will see that the cattle have the best care. 
have young man here who college man who will 
take charge the department and take the animals with him. 
can assure you that any animals donated will have the best care, not 
only the way over but the best care after they get over 
China. sure that the university will appreciate it. will 
great thing for the great masses the Chinese people these 
things are actually put practice.

Those things think will 
help merchandise our product. course around here know 
about John Kelly and has won good many million dollars every 
year with his idea pushing advertising. Now they brought out 
orange crush through here and they made great success it.

only one three distributors the south side. You see what ad- 
vertising will merchandising product. think maybe Mr. 
Ten Broeck has been talking Mr. McInerny. Maybe hasn’t 
but some these dealers have. think open and fair minded 
you him the right way.
